Syrians Add Fuel - 
To Mideast Flames 


Syria, long under Soviet influence 
and a determined supporter of Egypt's 
Prime Minister Nasser, is the new, light- 
ed fuse to the explosives in the Middle 


: 


That country has been placed under 
martial law. 

The Soviets have charged that Iraq 
sought to send arms into Syria to assist 
a revolt against the military dictator- 
ship which supports the Kremlin. This 
heatedly has been denied. It is almost 
certainly not true. It is a move designed 
to distract attention from the fact there 
is going on in Syria a buildup of Soviet 
arms. 

Iraq is literally the only one of the 
Middle Eastern nations which is busy with 
a local program, both social and indus- 
trial. Dams, irrigation projects and new 
employment have made Iraq and her 
people a happier nation than any in the 
Middle East. Only in Iraq are the oil 
revenues being used to bring some bene- 
fit to the people. Political corruption in 
Iraq is much less than in neighboring 
countries. 

Also Iraq is a member of the Baghdad 
Pact—a union of Iraq, Turkey, Pakistan 
and Britain. Egypt and Saudi Arabia 
both hate and fear this pact because they 
have been fearful it would assist Iraq to 
become the dominant Arabic couptry. 
Also they are angered the more because 
their own peoples, hearing and seeing 
that in Iraq the people live better, are 
made discontented. 

Unhappily for Iraq and the world, 
much of her oil flows by pipeline across 
Syria. In fact, the corrupt Syrian gov- 
ernment exists largely on its rental of 
the pipeline rights of way. If the So- 
viets should offer compensation to re- 
place it, Syria would not hesitate to sabo- 
tage or formally cut off the oil flow. 

This, indeed, may be the Soviet plan. 

At any rate the problem in general 
wrapped up in the word “Suez” is by 
no means over. The United States is 
seeking to move into the area and must 
move alone. While the breach between 
the United States and the Anglo-French 
partners is regrettable and unfortunate, 
there is one fact which must be faced. 
It is that the French and British are 
without influence in the area. Any joint 
move with them is foredoomed. 

Anti-American sentiment is rising 
sharply in Britain and to a lesser extent 
in France. But they, too, must .come to 
see that only the United States has a 
chance to counter Soviet infiltration. 

As matters now stand, Syria has no 
partner except Egypt in her desire to 


move closer to the Soviet Union. It may- 


be the mew White House policy will pre- 
vent further expansion and perhaps bring 
Egypt around. It is a desperate gamble 
and the odds do not favor it. But the 
chance is there. This our British and 
French friends must come to see.

MELBOURNE, Nov. 26 (#—Paul Anderson, the massive strong 
» F om Toccoa, Ga., tonight won the Olympic games heavy- 

weight weightlifting championship with a tremendous come-from- 
behind effort on his last lift of the competition. 

Anderson's final lift in the jerk—an Olympic record-breaker— 
was 413% pounds (187% kilograms). 
‘ It was enough to deadlock him with Argentina’s Humberto 
: elvetti in the total heavyweight points and Anderson was judged 
the victor because he was lighter in weight than Selvetti. 

Anderson said he weighed about 303 pounds and Selvetti 320. 

Anderson and Selvetti both had an overall total lift of 1,102 
pounds (500 kilograms). 

It was an Olympic record bettering the mark set by John 
Davis of the U.S. at Helsinki four years ago by 40 kilograms. 

Third place went to Italy’s Alberto Pigaiani who lifted a total 
of 452.5 kilograms (997% pounds). 

Anderson's victory gave the U.S. weight-lifters their fourth 
gold medal in the Olympics. The U.S. musclemen also captured 
two silver medals and one bronze.

Fuller contends that Maddox un- 
der county pension laws, is re- 
quired along with other employes 
to retire at the end of the year in 
which he attains the age of 70.

Their pen- 
sion rights, however, would be 
frozefi at age 70. Similar-action by 
Fuller precipitated these cases.

3.00 


Gifts, Street Floor , 


Atlantan Makes History 
In the National Guard 


By ELIZABETH MORGAN 


An Atlanta nurse made history when she was sworn 
into the Georgia National Guard. She's the first woman 
member of the 199-year-old organization. 


First Lt. Ellen L. Jones, a 
nurse at Georgia Baptist Hos- 
pital, has been inducted into the 
Georgia Air National Guard’s 
116th Tactical Hospital Unit at 
Dobbins Air Force Base. The 
last session of Congress passed 
a bill authorizing women tp join 
guard groups all over the coun- 
try 


Lt. Jones explained that there 
is a shortage of nurses in the 
regular armed forces and that 
in case of all-out emergency 
the services can draw on the 
guard nurses just as they do 
other personnel. 


SUPERVISOR 


Although the medical unit at 
Dobbins has provisions for a 
50-bed hospital, shortage of per- 
sonnel keeps it at the dispensary 
level at present. Lt. Jones works 
as supervisor one weekend a 
month. There are openings for 
five more nurses, but she can’t 
get her friends to join because 
they don’t want to attend the 
required 15-day summer camp. 


She laughed, “But that’s all 
the fun of it. Last summer I en- 
joyed being the only woman 
among all those men.”’ She 
worked in the dispensary at 
Travis Air Force Base in Sa- 
vannah, but had to live in town 
because there are no facilities 
for women on the post. 


The slender, brown-eyed native 
Mississippian is supervisor of 
the emergency clinic at Georgia 
Baptist. She took her training 
at Vicksburg Infirmary and re- 
ceived her RN degree in 1941. 
She wanted to join the service 
then, but, as she put it, ‘‘It would 
have killed my mother and 
father.”” So during the war she 
worked as a supervisor in Floyd 
County Hospital in Rome. 


GOOD COMPROMISE 

She feels that joining a peace- 
time service was a good com- 
promise. She applied for her 
commission in 1954, but it took 
a year of waiting before she be- 
came attached to the unit. 


Lt. Jones already has done 
some flying. She flew to South 
Carolina to go through the air 
compression chamber for alti- 
tude tests. In case of active duffy, 
she probably would fly up to the 
front and bring back wounded 
men. Learning about oxygen 
equipment is part of her training.

Is Hinted 
By Griffin 


May Hold Millions 
In General Fund 


‘The state might continue to op- 
erate under its 1956 budget next 
year, Gov. Griffin hinted at his 
press conference Monday. 


The procedure could be used 
to keep some $16,000,000 in the 
general fund which otherwise 
would have to go to the State 
Highway Department. 

The State Constitution requires 
highway department appropria- 
tions ip each new budget bill to 
be based on collection of fuel 
taxes, tag fees and related taxes. 
Increased revenues from these 
sources would result in about

~Bit he conceded the $16,000,000 
would “‘take a big hunk’’ out of 
the general fund. Most of the 
money at present is going to 
health, education and welfare. 
The. governor said the schools 
would need ‘‘at least’’ $165,000,000, 
afi increase of $7,000,000 over this 
year. However, he said he could 
allot the extra amount out of con- 
tingency funds and thus avoid a 
budget law change. 


$21 MILLION SURPLUS 


Griffin said he is trying to keep 
a surplus of $21,000,000 to take 
care of the public schools’ ex- 
panding needs over the next two 
years. If tax collections keep 
pace with school population 
growth, he will not need to use 
the. entire reserve fund, Griffin 
said. 

But if all the reserve is used 
inthe next two years, then the 
1959 General Assembly may have 
to raise taxes again, he said. 

The $7,000,000 minimum addi- 
tional school fund would just cov- 
er school population increases, 
Griffin explained. It would not 
cover teacher salary raises and 
additional building funds sought 
by the Education Department.

The disease usually begins sud- 
denly and early symptoms re- 
semble the flu. The temperature 
rises rapidly to 106 degrees and 
the patient complains of head- 
ache, especially behind the eyes, 
vomiting, nausea and dizziness. 
The neck becomes stiff and talk- 
ing is difficult. 

Drowsiness, confusion and 
coma May ensue and the pa- 
tient can be roused only long 
enough to eat and attend to 


personal necessities. He dozes 
off again as soon as the stim- 
ulation is gone. 

One youngster remained in a 
drowsy state for six months. 
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Some become paralyzed and 
others do not. Now and then 
there is insomnia instead of 
drowsiness. The sufferer lies 
awake for weeks instead of sleep- 
ing. 

No specific remedy is avail- 
able and it is obvious that the 
patient needs good nursing care 
during the more helpless stage 


of the illness.

The Federal Reserve Bank of At- 
lanta noted Monday that the farm 
economy in the South is ‘changing 
rapidly.”’

Farms in the South are about 
12 per cent larger than in 1950, 
the Sankers Farm Bulletin says, 
with the number of farms of 1,000 
or more acres up by 20 per cent 
while farms of 10 to 190 acres are 
down 20 per cent.
